ORDER 
The principles and procedure lopted by the Commission 
for publication of the selective lists of those who appeared for 
the selective tests conducted by the Commission have been 
indicated in the Government Press Release No. S ( C ) 6-14637 / 
57 /PD dated 23-8-1957. According to this procedure , the Com 
mission publishes the names of all candidates who have come 
out successful in the test. Recruitment to the available posts 
is made from this list only in the order of rank and in accord 
ance with the order of rotation . The inclusion of a person s 
name in the Commission s list does not guarantee that he will be 
appointed to Government service . The number of candidates 
who come out successful in a testmay be very large, and the 
number of vacancies arising in a year may be comparatively 
few . In such cases, it will happen that before a list is exhausted 
the Commission has to conduct fresh selective test in order to 
take advantage of the periodic availability of fresh talents and 
to publish a fresh list. With the publication of the fresh list , 
the previous list stands cancelled 

2. The Government have received several representations 
protesting against the above procedure . The main objection 
which has been advanced , is that it results in raising false hopes 
among candidates who may not have any chance of eventual 
absorption , in spite of their names being published in the list of 
the Comission . The Government have carefully re-examined 
the position in consultation with the Public Service Commission 
and are pleased to lay down the following procedure in regard 
to the publication of lists in future : 

(i) In the case of the selective lists prepared for appoint 
ment to such posts as clerks, typists, peons, etc., for which 
recruitments are advised almost every day as and when vacan 
cies are reported, a list corresponding to an estimate of vacancies 
fur one year will be published . All the candidates included in 
such a list will normally get recruitments before a fresh list is 
publish.d by the Commission . 
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(ii) In the case of other selections, viz ., selections for 
posts to which there is no da to day recruitment but vacancies 
which are reported only occa ionally , as soon as the selection is 
over the Commission will advise the required number of candi 
dates in the order of murit subject to the rules of rotation against 
the vacancies then existing and the list of candidates actually 
advised for recruitment will alone be published. The names 
of the remaining candidates in the seleciive list will be kept as 
a reserve list and fresh vacancies occurring in the post in the 
near future, say during the course o : a year, will normally be 
filled by advising candidates from the reserve list.

(8 ) Grant of bonus to the workers for the year 1957. 
( 9 ) Permanency of temporary workers. 
( 10) Provision of rest arrangements for the workers. 
(11) Grant of stay allowance . 
2. In response to summons issued to the contending parties , 
they entered appearance and the union on 10-9-1958 filed its 
written statement. When the case stood posted on 25-10-1958 
for the reply statement of the Management, the parties settled 
all the issues covered by the reference , out of court and filed a 
compromise petition duly signed by them . The terms of the 
compromise are as follows: 

(1 ) As regards fixation of working arrangements of the run 
ning staff , it is mutually agreed to reduce the number of work 
ing days from 22 to 18 a month . 

( 2) A lump sum of Rs. 110 each for drivers and conductors 
will be paid in full settlement of their claim of arrears of wages 
for the excess work done already. The said drivers and conduc 
tors are ten in number . 

( 3 ) The wages of cleaners will be increased to Rs. 2 per day . 

( 4 ) Bonus for the year 1133 will be paid to the workers at 
the rate of 74 per cent of the total annual earnings which will 
include basic pay and dearness allowance only . 

( 5 ) Annually there will be three paid holidays only for this 
establishment. They are August 15th ,May 1st and Thiru Onam 
Day , but non -Hindu employees have the option to substitute 
Thiru Onam Day for any other day if so desired 

(6 ) Confirmations will be made strictly according to sen 
iority and in consultation with the Union . 

( 7 ) Two sets of uniforms will be supplied to Drivers and 
Conductors annually . 

(8 ) Issue No. 5 i. e., grant of increments according to ser 
vice put in by the workers will be left open for negotiation and 
decision in conformity with the conditions obtaining in other 
rvices in the locality . 

(9 ) The employer also agrees to pay batta at the rate of 
Rs. 26 per month for 18 days of work to the drivers and conduc 
tors under his employment. 

(10 ) This dispute will be compromised on the above terms. 
3. The parties have also prayed that the terms of the com 
promise be accepted and an award passed in terms thereof. I 
find the terms to be fair and reasonable and an award is passed 
as prayed for, in terms of the provisions in the deed of settle 
ment.

determined to levy Entertainments Tax under Section 3 of the 
Local Authorities Entertainments Tax Act VI of 1951 at 121 % on 
all- payments for admission to any entertainment within the 
Muvattupuzha Municipality , with effect from 1st April , 1958 and 
until otherwise notified .

By virtue of the powers conferred by Section 12 of the 
Travancore- Cochin Local Authorities Entertainments Tax Act, 
1951, (Act VI of 1951), the Special Officer, Muvattupuzha 
Municipality , appointed by Government as per Notificatian No. 
LS 18-13771 /56 / L & LAD dated 28th March 1958 under Section 
392 A of the Travancore District Municipalities Act, in exercise 
of the powers of the Municipal Council (Local Authority ) 
conferred on him under Sub - Section 3 of Section 392 A of the 
said Act, hereby make the following bye-laws with the approval 
of the Government. 

BYE -LAWS 
1. In these bye-laws, " Act" means the Travancore -Cochin 
Local Authorities Entertainments Tax Act, 1951 (Act VI of 
1951) . 

2. These bye-laws shall come into force immediately after 
their publication in the Government Gazette. 

3 The Local Authorities Entertainments Tax Rules 1951 
issued by Government from time to time under Section 11 of the 
Act shall be strictly followed . 

4. The Municipal Council shall levy Entertainments Tax . 
under Section 3 of the Act at such rates as may from time to time 
be notified by the Council on all payments for admission to every 
entertainment held within the Municipal area unless exempted 
specially from payment of tax under Section 7 (1 ) & (3 ) of the 
Act. The tax due for an enter ainment shall be paid into the 
Municipal Office before 12 noon on the next working day. 

5. (a ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the bye-law 
No. 4 above, the Municipal Council may compound the tax 
payable in respect of any entertainment, for a consolidated 
payment under Section 4 of the Act . 
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Provided , the consolidated payment shall be paid in advance 
or in such instalments as may be decided by the Executive 
Authority . 

( b ) Ordinarily the tax may be compounded for a period 
of three months at a time for amounts which shall not be less than 
75 % of the probable estimate of tax payable under Section 3 of 
the Act. 

( c ) Any Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment, 
the tax in respect of which is compounded as said above, shall 
furnish to the Executive Authority daily, weekly or monthly 
return as may be decided by him showing (Separately for each 
class of payments ) the gross sum received by him on account of 
payments for admission to the entertainment. 

6. The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment or series 
of entertainments shall, not less than three days before the 
commencement of the entertainment or the first of a series of 
entertainments, apply to the Executive Authority for permission 
to hold the entertainment or entertainments , as the case may be, 
with full particulars such as: 

(i) Name and address of the Proprietor or Manager; 
( ii ) The place, time and duration of the entertainment; 
( iii) Classes of accommodation and the rates of payment 

for admission in each class; and 
(iv ) the manner in which admissions will be regulated 

and checked and other details as may be called 

for by the Executive Authority : 
Provided the application for permission to hold an entertain 
ment shall be liable to be summarily rejected, if the particulars 
required by bye- law No. 6 are not duly and properly furnished. 
The Executive Authority may grant permission in other cases, 
subject to such conditions and restrictions as the Executive 
Authority may think necessary. 

7. Every permission granted under the above bye-law shall 
specify the period for which and the restrictions, subject to which 
and the conditions, subject to which, the permission is granted 
and shall be signed by the Executive Authority . 

8. ( a ) The Proprietor or Manager of an entertainment 
shall in the case of entertainment for which admission will be 
by tickets, produce all tickets for admission before the Executive 
Authority , not less than 24 hours before the commencement of 
the entertainment along with a statement showing the numbers 
of tickets under the different classes, the rate of payment for 
admission in each class and the particulars of complimentary 
tickets or free passes proposed to be issued. 

(b ) The complimentary tickets or free passes shall not 
exceed 5 % of the seating capacity of the respective classes . 

9. ( a ) The Executive Authority shall return the tickets 
duly sealed or stamped and shall make arrangements for the 
collection and the remittance of the tax . All directions which 
the Executive Authority may issue in this behalf shall be 
followed and complied with by the Proprietors of the Entertain 
ments .

(b ) In case separate stænps or labels denoting tax are 
decided to be issued, the Executive Authority shall arrange for 
selling the stamps or labels to the Proprietor or the Manager on 
payment of the full price thereof. In any case tickets notbearing 
the stamped seal of the Council or the stamp or the label shall 
not be issued for admission to any Entertainment by its 
Proprietor. 

10. The Proprietor shall furnish cash security as may be 
decided by the Executive Authority to ensure the due and 
prompt payment of the tax and the Security so furnished shall 
be refunded to him on remittance of the tax in full or adjusted 
towards the final payment of the tax if he so chooses. 

11. No Proprietor shall, when once the tax has been 
compounded under Section 4 of the Act, alter the rate of admi 
ssion to the different classes of seats and such other particulars 
previously furnished to the Executive Authority without the 
previous sanction of the Municipal Council. 

12. No entertainment shall be held between 2 a . m . and 
6 a.m.without the previous sanction of the Executive Authority . 

13. (a ) The Proprietor shallmake necessary arrangements 
for keeping or producing on demand counterfoils of tickets and 
other documents as directed by the Executive Authority 

(b ) The Proprietor shall keep a register of payments 
for admission and of the tax collected , remitted, in the form 
prescribed for the purpose , if so required , by the Executive 
Authority . 

14. The Executive Authority or any person authorised by 
him shall enter any place of entertainment, when the entertain 
ment is proceeding and in any place ordinarily used as a place of 
entertainment at any reasonable time to check the tickets for 
admission or the accounts thereof, and seewhether the provisions 
of the Act, Rules or Bye- laws are strictly followed. 

15. Breach of any of the above bye-laws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to Rs. 50 and in case of a continuing 
breach with fine which may extend to Rs. 15 (fifteen ) for every 
day during which the breach continues after conviction for the 
first breach .
